There were 
prefent the Earl of Arran High Steward of Weftminfier, 
the Bifhop of Rochefter, Lord Sundon, Sir Charles Wa- 
ger, Sir Thomas Crofs, and divers other Perfons of Di- 
itinétion. ‘The Lord Sundon and Sir Charles Wager are 
chofen Stewards for the enfuing Year. 

On Tuefday laf James Hinfon of Hertford, Efq; was 
married at Kenfington Church to Mifs Leake of Ken- 
fington, an Heireis of 30,0001. Fortune. 

The fame Day died at Holyport in the County of 
Berks, Major John Dafhwood, Nephew to Sir Samuel 
Dafhwood, Kt. Lord Mayor of this City in 1703. 

On Wednefday laft came on in the Court of Common 
Pleas at Weftminfter, by a Special Jury at Bar out of 
the County of Hevtford, the great Caufe on a Quare 
Impedit, wherein the Dean and Canons of Windfor 
were Plaintiffs, and his Royal Highnefs the Prince of 
Wales and Duk: of Cornwall, and the Rev. Dr. Ayf- 
cough were Defzndants, concerning the Right of Pre- 
fentation to the Living of Berkhamftead in the County 
of Hertford: And after hearing Council on both Sides, 
and reading feveral ancient Records as far back as Ed- 
ward II]. wherein it appeared that the Prince of Wales 
at that Time (commonly called the Black Prince) did. 
prefent to that Living as being Part of the Duchy of 
Cornwal, the Jury gave a Verdict in favour of his 
Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales. The Trial lafted 
from Ten o’Clock in the Morning till One the next. 

Capt. Goodere, who with Mahony and White his 
Accomplices, waslaft Week €xetitéd at Briftol for the 
Murder of Sir John Dineley Goodere, Bart. the Cap. 
tain’s Brother, did not deny his being concern’d with 
Mahony and White, but faid.he never defign’d to mur- 
der him ull about Two o’Clock in the Morning that 
it was perpetrated, His Wife and Child took Leave of 
him on Monday, under the greateft Affliction imagin- 
able. They behaved at the Place of Execution in a 
very decent and penitent Manner, and with a great 
deal of Courage: But their Behaviour was very different 
before, as appears by the following Account publifh’d 
at Briftol {oon after their Execution. 

‘* During the Time of their being under Sentence of 
Death, they were attended by the Rev, Mr. Penrofe, 
and the Rev. Mr. Wefton, as alfo by the Rev. Mr. Ro- 
gers, Vicar of Peter-Church and Ocle in Herefordthire.

a long Time allow’d them to make their Peace with 
God, yet Sentence of Death had but little Effect, till 
within a few Days of their Execution ; a Confirmation

— As 
the Time drew near, finding all his Petitions rejected, 
inftead of making a fuitabie Preparation for Eternity, 
the Deceiver of Mankind poffleffed him with a ftrong 
Delufion that he fhould be refcued out of Prifon ; for 
which End it was propofed, that a Body of Colliers, 
for a certain Sum, was to come in, feize the Turnkey, 
&e. and to take him out by Force of Arms ; but that 
their Scheme was providentially circumvented, and a 
Preparation of Fire-Arms ready planted, to give them a 
warm Reception. Theold Door of the Captain's Room 
was taken away, and a very flrong plated one put up in 
its lead: Jn the fame Manner the Keeper’s Room was 
alfo fecur’d.— But when a Perfon gives himfelf ‘Time to- 
form an Idea of the I flue of fuch a Defign, how houribly 
muft it appear, that a Soul deeply ftain’d with his Bro- 
ther’s Blood, fhould fo far continue to adhere to the De- 
vil’s Temptations, to lay another Scene of Mifchief, 
that in all Probability, had fit fucceeded, would have 
ended in the Deftru¢tion of many other Souls,----Indeed 
Mahony voluntarily confefs’d in the condemn'd Room, 
on Saturday laft, that a Party of flout Fellows had pro- 
pofed to have refcu’d them out of Prifon before their 
Trials came on, propofing jo feize the proper Per- 
fons of the Gaol, to have confin’d the reit in their 
refpective Rooms, and have releafed all three; who 
were to make off to France. This feems to be pro- 
bable, if we confider that two Hangers and feveral 
Razors were found upon a Fellow fome Time after 
their Commitment, as he wag {peaking to the, @aptain 
in the Parlour, at which Time there were fevetal other 
ftout Sailors in the Prifon, who behav'd very infolent, 
and in all Probability would have put their Defign in 
Execution, had the Keeper not happily difcover’d the 
Hangers. But alas! all cheir [fforts were in vain, and 
they were at laft oblig’d to fubmit to the Laws of their 
Country, which had found them guilty of the Murder, 
as alfo to that Divine Precept, WLoewer oeddeth Man's 
Blood, by Man foall his Blood be foed. Some time before 
their Execution, the Captain, Mahony and White had 
an Interview, when they heartily forgave each other, 
and likewife their Profecutors, as they expected to be 
forgiven thro’ the Merits and Interceflion of Jefus Chrift. 
Mahony died in the Communion of the Church of Rome; 
and is to be hang’d in Chains at the River’s Mouth,”

Extra& of a Letter from St. Simons in Georgia, Dec: 


10, 1749, from an Officer in General Oglethorpe’s 
Regiment, to a Gentleman in Dublin. 


* The publick News has inform'd you of the Po- 
flure of Affairs in this Country. We did in Florida all 
that could be done with our {mall Number of Men, de- 
ftroy’d the Enemy’s Out forts, walled their Country, 
and prevented their infulting our Colony, or that of 
South Carolina ; but it was judg’d impoffible for us to 
attempt Auguitin, our Numbers not being a third Part 
of what was within the Callle, no Artillery worth men- 
tioning, Want of Carriages, &c. yet we flay’d within 
Random.cannon-fhot of the Caitle for near three Weeks, 
to engage them to a Sally, which they one Day at- 
tempted, but upon our attacking them they thought 
proper to retire. Some Days after, we began our Ke- 
treat, and they thought proper to let us go very quietly. 
Since our Return home, which is now above 4 Months, 
we have heard nothing of them.” 

_“* As to our Situation. Mr. Oglethorpe has gather’d 
his entire Regiment together on this Ifland of St. Simon; 
his own Company and that of Capt. Mackay’s, that 
were always together at St. Andrews, are now fo at 
Frederica ; the Lieutenant Colonel’s, Major's, Capt. 
Norbury’s, and that reputed mine, are at this Place; 
all our Out-parties are done by Detachment from the 
Whole. Frederica is a pretty and tolerably well-built 
Town, about féven Miles by Land and ten by Water 
from this Place, where Ships of pretty large Burden can 
come up; it is now fortifying, and Barracks building 
for the two Companies quarter’d there. Our General 
defigns in time to have Barracks built at Frederica for 
the whole Regiment: The four Companies here live in 
Clapboard Hurts built at dur firft landing, which are 
ftill tolerably good.
